Specifically, 
claims 1,7, 16 and 21 are directed to byte code verification and code streams that are designated 
to store code associated with Java macroinstructions to run in computing environment without 
modification. Therefore, the claimed invention reduces the number of Java instructions that are 
executed by the interpreter as a result, the performance of virtual machine, especially 
those operating with limited resources are improved.
